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THE NAVAL SCARE 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Germany's Activity in Battleship Building Renders 


Increased Naval 


Expenditures Necessary-—The Feud Between Admirals Sir John 
Fisher and Lord Charles Beresfo-d-—Whart is At Stake—Writer in 
Manitoba Free Press Reviews Situation 


It is diffieult no doubt for the peo- 
ple of Canada as A whole, bat more 
particularly those in the central pro- 
vinees, to realize the mearting of the 
present alarm in the United Kingdom 
as to the Strength aad efficiency of 
the navy. To the people of a vaat 
country where the chiel settlement ia 


juland, and where the only other 
nation in close proximity to its bor- 
ders is one united to it by ties of 


blood, and by traditions which prevent 
territorial aggrandizement, and which 
is no more likely to tink of invading 
Canada than it is of setting up an 
absolute monarchy, the very muture 
of the British fears must be misun 
derstood, and the dangers of the Bri- 
tish_ position hardly appreciated 

The present naval scare has been 
working to a head ever since 1906, 
atid it appears to have received an im- 
petus recently from the treatment of 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, who 
has been the Gonunander-imehief of 
the British combined battle fleet since 


March, 1907, but who hag been super 
seeded about a year before the usual 
time for such a command, and who 


heuled down his flag on March 24. 
The “Fighting Admiral.” 

It is pretty certain that one of the 
first uses the fighting admiral of the 
British navy will make of his iiberty 
—he’ having been tongue-tied while 
holding his office—will be to offer 
some vigorous criticism of the present 
naval conditions. and the United 
Kingdom is*waiting today to hear from 
the man who has on more than one 
oecnsion and entirely without — self- 
seeking, successfully fought govern- 
ments on both sides of politics on the 
question of naval efficiency

These vessels, of which there 
are 10W seven, counting the Van- 
guard, which was launched at the end 
of last month, are the latest and most 
formidable type o7 battleship afloat 
They displace 19,250 tous of water, 
and cost over $10,000,000 each to 
build. They are armed with a new 
gun known as the 13.5 inch, which 
throws a projectile weighing 1,250 
pounds, with a muzzle velocity of over 
3,000 feet per second 

The navy has never been a party 
question, and one government can 
claim as much credit as another for 


what has been done 
to keep the British navy equal in first- 
battleships, cruisers and des- 
troyers to the strengih of any two 
nayies of the rest of the world com- 
bined, Liberal government have, 
however, been hampered by dissen- 
sions in their own followings on this 
ubject, and the present government 
has divisions in its own cabinet on 
this matter, supported by a section of

The speech from the throne in the 
English House of Commons a_ few 
weeks ago ennouneced an increase 
which has become necessary in the 
cost of the navy, and forecasted an 
expenditure considerably in excess of 
last vear owing to this faet and -to 
the cost of old age pensions. The 
extreme radical element in ‘whe 
Liberal party at once opened fire, and 
the British cabinet found itself be- 


tween the two fires of the Unik nistts 
who urged a larger appropriation, and 
the section of its own following, 
which in fear that the increased  ex- 
penditure would make impossible the 
ca ing out of the old age pensions 
policy, demanded reduced estimates 

On February 15 last the Daily News, 


which is supposed to represent the 
“Little Navy” section of the cabinet 
said, ‘We believe that the party for 


economy have not retreated in any de- 
gree from their position, which is 
that there should be four -Dread- 
noughts, and not aix, laid down dur- 
ing the coming year.”, A week. or 
more’ liter the Daily Clfronicle plated 
itself-in the peculiar position of pub- 


licly advocating the ceuse of the 
“Little Navy” party on iis front 
page, where it criticised the govern- 


ment for having swung round to the 
Liberal Imperialist section, **which 
although influential, is not numeri 
cally strong,” and predicted if the im 
pression was deepened that it meant 
the ‘first fissure in the mighty miu 
jority which has so far supported the 
government,”’ while in the same issue 
of the same paper on its editorial page 
it supported the government on 
necessity of maintaining the supre- 
macy of the British navy, and de- 
clared that “a necessity is not less a 
necessity because it is unweleome.” 
The New Arrangements. 

The new admiralty arrangements 
which appear to be dictated from mo- 
tives of economy provide tor a redis- 
tribution of the principal fleets, 
These at the present time are three in 
num ber The Channel fleet of four- 


teen battleships and six armored 
cruisers; the Atlantic fleet of six bat 
tleships and four armored cruisers, 


and the home fleet of six battleships

deprived of three battleships, five 
éruisers end scouts, and the entire 
flotilla of 36 destroyers. It is perhaps 
not altogether the fault of the govern- 
ment that the commander-in-chief has 
been crippled in his attempts to exer 
cise the combined fleets together on 
peace 

Nor may economy have beén at the 
bottom of the various obstacles thrown 
in the way of Lord Charles, who is a 
very thorough master of his profes- 
sion, The first lord, who is the 
oficial head of the admiralty boatd 
as distinguished from its parliamen- 
tary head, the first lord of the admi 
ralty (Rt. Hon. R, MeKenna) is Sir 
John Fisher. Sir John and Beresford 
are old colleagues and old opponents, 
and rumor states that Sir John Fish- 
er hrs carried lis private feelings imo 
his official work in a manner as re- 
merkable as it is rare in British pub-

lic life. Lord Charles Beresford’s pre- 
decessor in the command he still holds 
for a few days, occupied the position 
for four yea and then received the 
rank of admiral of the fleet, and the 
fact that Lord Charies Beresford, «n 


capable commander and a 
brilliant man in his pro- 
fession, altogether should only be al- 
lowed to hold his command for two 
years, although the minimum for this 
command is three years, indicates 
the strained state of affairs and the 
squalls ahead, when Lord Charles 
free to diseuss naval matters on the 
floor of the House of Commons, on 
the platform, or in the public press, 
with his usual vigor and audacity 
Sir John and Lord Charles.
